Gnlva, is in the hands of kidnapers 
and being held for ransom, 


He was abducted Saturday night 


from in front of his home almost 
under the very eyes of his wife. For 
some hours there was a little doubt as 
to whether or not ho had been kid- 
naped, but tonight it was learned 
thut Mrs. Yocom had received u let- 
ter Sunday afternoon. She denied re- 
peatedly receipt of the missive, but 
it was learned from a friend of the 
lamily that a letter had arrived, and 
that it "swore Mrs. Yocum to secrecy." 
Officials hinted that n ransom letter 
naturally would bind the recipient to 
secrecy, and asserted there was no" 
question that the banker was being 
held for ransom by kidnapers. 


Reports slated that the letter, the 


contents of which Mrs. Yocum refused 
to reveal, according to the family 
friend, arrived at Galva on Triari No. 
(i of the Burlington railroad, cast- 
bound from Denver. This woulr^" in-: 
dicatc that the abductors spirited' Yo- 
eum to some point west of Galva. On 
this information Chicago police who 
'had been asked to join in the search 
.-were inclined to, belief the.titiductor.T 
-were not Chicagonns but members of 
a gang operating in central Illinois, 
und St. Louis. 


Extensive Search Made 


The disappearance of Yocum arous- 


ed this town of 3,000 persons, and 
about 40 citizens, all friends of the 
banker formed a posse under Sheriff 
Charles Nnsh of Henry county, and 
scoured the rural districts and small 
town;;. They began their search Sat- 
urday night, and 
continued until 


early in the morning, and resumed 
their quest again at daybreak. 


Yocum vanished at the gateway to 


hi:; residence a few minutes after he 
had driven his daughters, Anne, eight, 
and Mary 13, to a motion picture thea- 
ter. Ht> drove'back, and was walking 
ti;wurd hi.s house when u man stcppeci 
up to him and risked him directions 
to a neighbor's home. 


Wife Is Witness 


Mrs. 
Yocum, sitting in the living 


room :i short distance away, observ- 
ed thu meeting, and overheard part of 
the conversation. She did not under- 
stand the name of the neighbor giv- 
en by the stranger. Thinking nothing 
lit the incident, 
she 
turned 
away. 


When her husband failed to appear a 
1'ow minutes later'she became uneasy, 
but not unduly alarmed.

passed, und then two. She picked up 
tin. telephone. It was "dead." Certain 
then Unit some harm had befallen 
her husband, she hurried to a neigh- 
'hor's home and notified Sheriff Nash. 
The sheriff examined the telephone 
wire and found they had been cut at 
the extension pole at the edge of the 
garden. Apparently tho kidnapers had 
severed the wires to prevent a too 
speedy alarm. 


Clems were meager but it learn- 


ed from Mary, the elder Daughter, that 
i\ small automobile, probably a Chev- 
rolet, was standing near the front of 
the Yocom home at the time that she, 
her sister and her father drove to 
the motion picture house. Two men, 
neither of whom she knew, were in 
the machine.

Sheriff Nash, the kidnaping was ac- 
complished by one of the men asking 
house directions, and walking out 
toward the car with Yocum, and then 
bundling him into (he machine. Evi- 
dently he was gagged, and quickly 
overpowered, for no cries for help or 
sounds of a struggle were heard.

New York, a subsidiary of Electric

Methods of I), S. 


To Try Legislation to Pro- 


hibit the Sale of 


Firearms 


LONDON, Oct. 25.—(UP)—The meth- 


ods of the American gun-man are not 
to be tolerated in London. Legisla- 
tion may soon go into effect to restrict 
the sale of guns and revolvers and 
thus check the growing tendency 
of criminals to carry weapons. 


In a number of cases, recently, crim- 


inals arrested on minor charges have 
been found with revolvers, or sawed- 
off shotguns. 


The ease with which firearms can 


be obtained has been greatly increas- 
ed by the fact that small shopkeep- 
ers now often act as agents for whole- 
sale dealers. 


Should Scotland Yard decide thai 


the law must be stricter, it will prob- 
ably advise the Home Office to that 
effect. 


If this were done, an amending act 


would probably be laid before the 
louse of Commons making it more 
difficult to obtain firearms and in- 
ireasing the penalties for being found 
n possession 
of 
them 
without a 


icense. 


Another suggestion is that a stiff 


•egistration fee should be imposed on 
11 firearm dealers.

The length is determined by the
